Definition ot it Knot. 


Probably there Is no nautical term 


more frequently used during the pres- 
ent naval war than the word "knot" 
The word is synonymus with the nau- 
tical mile, or 6080.27 feet, while, as 
every one knows, the geographical 
mile is 5280 feet. This would make" the 
knot equal to 1 15-100 of geographical 
miles, and, therefore, in order to com- 
pare the speed of u boat expressed in 
knots with a railroad train it is neces- 
sary to multiply tha speed in knots- by 
1 15-100. 
Another point to remember 


is that speed means a distance traveled 
in unit time, so that when, one speaks 
of a boat having a speed of 20 knots it 
is not necessary or proper to add per 
hour, as the word itself when employee 
as a unit of speed signifies nautica 
miles per hour. A cruiser that makes 
21 knots travels 24.15 geographical 
miles per hour. The fastest speed yet 
obtained by any boat is said' to have 
been attained by the yacht 
Ellide, 


which is Known to have a record of one 
geographical mile in one minute, thir- 
ty-six and a half seconds, or 38.2 miles 
an hour. In fact, a recent article in 
one ot the engineering journals states 
that a record of 40 miles an hour has 
been made by this boat.

instead of by express, as in tbe past, 
and, of course, owing to the expense, 
we send nothing hut paper money. Just 
at present the balance of trade it 
against us and the money is flowing 
out 
This cause* tbe scarcity of cur- 


rency, and it U a fact that Minneapolis 
and St. Paul are practically drained of 
all bills of large denominations. 
In 


former days we were accustomed to 
ship money by express, and when we 
did that bullion was sent 


"Some time ago the companies 


raised the charges somewhat, and tbe 
banks refused to accede tb the increas- 
ed rate. 
Then tbe present scheme 


was devised. 
The money is sent by 


registered mail, and tbe cost between 
here and Chicago is 20 cents per 11,000. 
By paying an additional 12 cents upon 
each thousand the shipment is insured 
by a London institution. Tbe express 
companies were charging us 80 cents 
per thousand, but have recently re- 
duced their charge to 65 cents. 
Of 


course, we should prefer to ship by 
the express companies and are willing 
to pay thein a higher price than the 
cost by mail; but not the present dif- 
ference."

Definition of «. Knot. 


Probably there is no nautical term 


more frequently used during the pres- 
ent naval war than the word "knot." 
The word is synouymas with the nau- 
tical mile, or 6080.27 feet, while, as 
every one knows, the geographical 
mile is 5280 feet. This would make the 
knot equal to 1 15-100 of geographical 
miles, and, therefore, in order to com- 
pare the speed of a boat expressed in. 
knots with a railroad train it is neces- 
sary to multiply tha speed in knots-by 
1 15-100. 
Another point to remember 


is that speed means a distance traveled 
in unit time, so that when one speaks 
of a boat having a speed of 26 knots it 
is not necessary or proper to add per 
hour, as the word itself when employed 
as a unit of speed signifies nautical 
miles per hour. A cruiser that makes 
21 knots travels 24.15 geoigraphical 
miles per hour. The fastest speed yet 
obtained by any boat is said to have 
been attained by the yacht' Ellide, 
which is known to have a record of one 
geographical mile in one minute, thir- 
ty-six and a half seconds, or 38.2 miles 
an hour. In fact, a recent article in 
one of the engineering journals states 
that a record of 40 miles ah hour has 
been made by this boat.

rency, and it 1s a fact that Minneapolis 
and St. Paul are practically drained ol 
all bills of large denominations. 
In 


former days we were accustomed to 
ship money by express, and when we 
did that bullion was s*nt 


"Some 
time ago the companies 


raised the charges somewhat, and the 
banks refused to accede to the increas- 
ed rate. 
Then the present scheme 


was devised. 
The money is sent by 


registered r&aU, and the cost between 
here and Chicago is 20 cents per 11,000. 
By paying an additional 12 cents upon 
each thousand the shipment Is insured 
by a London institution. The express 
companies were charging us 80 cents 
per thousand, but have recently re- 
duced their charge to 65 cents. 
Of 


course, we should prefer to ship by 
the express companies and are willing 
to pay them a higher price than the 
cost by mail,* hut not the present' dif- 
ference."

Indiana Moral Reform Methods Adopted 


1>y the J-eople «f Wales. 


They have very strange and vigorous 


methods of enforcing the laws of mor- 
ality in the parish of LJanbister, which 
is situated in the hills of the purely 
agricultural Bounty of Radnorshire, 
South Walest 


Scandalized at a breach of the laws 


of morality, which they believed to 
have been committed, the parishioners 
a few nights ago formed what is 
known in Wales as a "Rebecca" gang, 
and, attired in a variety of costumes, 
and, with faces sooty black, serenad- 
ed the alleged delinquent's house. The 
woman who was suspected was also 
fetched. Both, in a nearly nude con- 
dition, were marched to the River 
Cwmdwr, which flows close by. In its 
waters they were submerged, and then 
made to walk backward and forward 
through the stream for the space of 
nearly twenty minutes While m the 
stream the man made a desperate at- 
tempt to escape, but in crossing a 
weir he came a cropper, and was re- 
captured. The two were then made 
to run up and down the fields, and 
were well belabored with straps and 
sticks. 


Then they were escorted back in 


procession to the man's house, uhere 
the "Rebecca" sat in judgment. The 
couple were condemned 
to undergo 


further flogging and to march up and 
down the fields hand in hand. Their 
hair was cut off, and, besides, they 
had to undergo many other indigni- 
ties. Tar and feathers were procured, 
but the more cautious prevailed on 
their companions not to administer 
such a dreadful punishment. 


This extraordinary affair appears to 


have given the greatest satisfaction to 
the inhabitants, who feel that a great 
blot on the rustic innocence of their 
parish has been avenged.

On the breaking out 
of the civil war, Mr. Sides wag the first 
man to enlist in tbe state of New Haoip- 
shira, and was appointed by the govern- 
or as recruiting officer for the city of 
Portsmouth. In this capacity he enlist- 
ed one hundred and five men in five days 
Although he had enlisted as a private, 
he was promptly commissioned as a 
captain of the company tbus raised, 
which became Company K, Second reg- 
iment New Hampshire volunteers. He 
went to the front ia command of his 
company, aud participated in the first 
battle of Bull Eon. On the retreat fol- 
lowing that disastrous engagement he 
met with quite a severe injury, on ac- 
count of which he soon after resigned 
his commission. Subsequently he was 
appointed by the president to a captain- 


] cy in the Veteran Reserve corps, and 
assigned to the command of a company 
that was sent to Albany, New York, to 
enforce the draft. From there he was 
sent to Elmira, New York, and thence 
to Alexandria, Virginia, where he was 
detailed in command 
of the patrol 


guard. He was in service there for two 
months, when his condition of health 
requiring a change, he was relieved from 
his company at Alexandria and sent to 
Fortress Monroe, and took charge of five 
companies where he attended to the un- 
loading from transports and removing to 
tbe hospitals some five thousand sick 
and wounded soldiers, shipping them 
north when well enough to be removed 
to their homes. 
.Resigned and leap- 


pointed as first lieutenant and trans- 
ferred to Fort Snelling, Minnesota, 
where he remained until December, 
1865, mustered out, June 30th, 1866. Al 
together hs was in the service thirty- 
tour months. After a brief period of in- 
activity and recupeiatiou following his 
return home, Mr. Sides went to Wash- 
ington and served for a time as messen- 
ger in tue house of representatives. 
While engaged ia this capacity he re- 
ceived an appointment as inpector on 
tbe Boston custom house, where he 
served for threa years, and was then 
transferred to a similar position in tbe 
Portsmouth (New Hampshire) custom 
house, in which he continued for twelve 
years. On the nomination of James G. 
Blaine fcr the presidency, Mr. Sides, al- 
ways a strong republicaa ia politics, in 
association with another gentleman, 
started a small daPy paper, the Penny 
Post, in the interest of Mr. Elaine's can 
didacy, The subsequent defeat of the 
republican ticket aud the accession of 
the Cleveland regime resulted in the re- 
moval of Mr. Sides from his government 
office, and he at once turned all his at- 
tention and energies to his newspaper, 
which he greatly enlarged and ran suc- 
cessfully throughout the whole term of 
the Cleveland administration, and the 
campaign that resulted in the election 
of Harrison. 
"When President Harrison 


came into office, Mr Sides was appoint- 
ed postmaster of Portsmouth, 
which 


position he filled until a change of ad 
ministration when he was again re- 
moved from office by President Cleve- 
land on the ground of "offensive parti- 
sanship." Under the McKinley admin- 
istration he was promptly reappointed 
to tbe postmastership, taking office for 
the second time in September, 1897,and 
served with signal ability and satisfac- 
tion to tbe general public. Mr. Sides 
cast his first presidential vote for John 
P. Hale, the Free-Soil candidate, and he 
has been a consistent and ardent repub- 
lican from the organization of tbe party. 
He has been active aud prominent m 
state and local politics, and has served 
his city as representative to the general 
court. He bas also served as chairman 
of the police commission of this city, 
resigning this office to accept his post- 
mastenhip reappointinent. Mr. Sides 
is a member of the Independent Order 
of Odd Fellows and the Knights «f 
Pythics, in which latter organization he 
has served as Vice-Grand Chancellor, 
Grand Chancellor, and Past Grand 
Chancellor and was a charter member 
of General Gilman Marston Command, 
Union Veterans Union. 
He wes mar- 


ried in 1858 to Margaret A. Badger, 
they have four flnKlieu: Antoinette C., 
Annie B., (now Mrs Ganett,) Grace A.

been placed on battleships and cruiser*, 
an explo«Ive that would allow to the 
officers and gunners aa unobstructed 
view of an enemy under all conditions 
has been sought and thousands of dol- 
lars have been expanded iu the effort 10 
obtain » satisfactory 
substitute for 


black gunpowder. Cordite, the latest 
explosive is aald to be the moat satis- 
factory propellent of modern times for 
naval warfare, and the general expert 
opinion seems to ba that in a few years 
gunpowder as now understood 
will 


have vantabed. 


Smokeless powders were first pro- 


duced in France, atd for some time the 
secret of iu manufacture was guarded 
Jealously. As soon as the necessity for 
thi* kind of powder became apparent, 
however, a. number of manufacturers 
devoted attention to it. and as a result 
varioua brands of smokeless explosives 
were placed on the market. 


The most satisfactory results eventu- 


ally made their appearance in cordite, 
which was produced through experi- 
ments made by Prof. Dewar and Sir 
Frederick Abel. Cordite is composed 
of nitro-glycerlne 58 per cent., guncot- 
ton 37 per cent., and vaseline 5 per 
cent. Nitre-glycerine is an oily, col- 
orless liquid, and an active poison. It 
is. produced by mixing, a Quantity of 
sulphuric acid with almost double the 
amount of nitric acid and allowing it 
to cool; about one-eighth of the total 
weight of glycerine Is then added 
gradually, the mixture being'kept be- 
low a temperature of 70 degrees Fah- 
renheit by passing air and-cold water 
through it 
After the mixture has 


stood a sufficient time the acids are 
drawn off and the residue 
(nitro- 


glycerine) is washed and filtered. 


Nitro-glycerine cannot be ignited 


easily by a flame, and a lighted match 
or taper plunged into it would be ex- 
tinguished. It- is sensitive to friction 
or percussion, either of which will de- 
tonate it.* Another peculiarity is that 
the higher the temperature, th<% more 
sensitive it becomes. It will solidify at 
a temperature of* 40 degrees, and its 
explosivl force is estimated to be about 
twelve times that of gunpowder. 


One of the- most approved methods 


used in the manufacture of guncotton 
is^thisr*The raw cotton is torn Intc 
shreds, dried and dipped in a mixture 
of sulphuric and nitric acids. 
It is 


then placed in a stream of running 
water and washed thoroughly. 
Th€ 


cotton is then wrung1 out, usually in a 
centrifugal machine. 


It is afterward boiled, dried, cut Intc 


pulp, and pressed into disks. When tht 
guncotton is finished there should be nc 
trace of the acids remaining. Vaseline 
the other component part of cordite 
is the well-known extract from petrole- 
um, and its usefulness Ischiefly to lubri- 
cate the bore of the gun and thus lessei 
the friction between it an the projec- 
tile. It also has a tendency to impari 
a waterproof nature to cordite. 


A colorless liquid prepared 
from 


acetate of lime, called acetone, is usec 
as a solvent in the manufacture of cor- 
dite. The method^Jf preparing the ex- 


„^plosive is: The required proportion ol 


nitro-glycerine is poured over the gun- 
cotton, and the two with the additior 
of acetone, are kneaded together intc 
a stiff paste. Vaseline is then addec 
and the whole compound after beinf 
thoroughly mixed is put into a machine 
and the cordite pressed out and cut 
into lengths, after which it is dried. 


To the artillerist the nature of thlt 


eordite is represented by a fractiot 
whose numerator gives in hundredth! 
of an inch the diameter of the di< 
through which the cordite has beei 
pressed, its denominator being thi 
length of the stick in- inches. 
Thi 


cordite known as 30-12, which is thi 
size used for the 6-inch quick-nrinj 
guns, signifies that its diameter i: 
three-tenths of an inch and it is twelvi 
inches long. 


It is necessary to use a fine graii 


powder to ignite a charge of cordite, i 
being secured in such a manner that i 
flash from the tube firing the gun wil 
cause the explosion of the charge. 
J 


full charge of powder for a 12-incl 
gun is 295 pounds, while the cordib 
charge having the same efficiency i, 
Only 167% pounds. 


The wonderful strides made in th 


science of gunnery since 1840 is showi 
by the fact that at that period a 68 
pound projectile fired with a charge o 
18 pounds of powder gave a muzzl 
velocity of between 1,000 and 1,100 fee 
a second, while at the present day : 
100 pound shell, fired with 14% pound 
of cordite,-gives a muzzle velocity o 
2,630 feet a second. 


Cordite is one of the safest explosive 


known, and is not dangerous unless i 
is confined. It can be held in the ban* 
and lighted without danger. It burn 
•lowly and with a bright flame. Al 
though comparatively a new discover) 
ft Is used extensively in <every nav;

ANNOUNCEMENT. 


(Spo.-aJ lull* HeraM.) 


DOVES, April 26.—Four hundred and 


seventy five weavers employed at the 
Coeheco mills were locked out this 
morning and the town is full of the 
wildest kind of excitement. Fully two 
thousand people were piese&t aronnd 
the mill gates this morning to see what 
would happen. When the factory bel 
ceased ringing and the big gates swung 
too and were locked, 475 men and wo 
menweavers were not in their accustomed 
places. The cause of the dissatisfaction 
may be best gleaned from the report of 
the mass meeting held by the weavers 
which was sent from here last evening. 


The local branch of the New England 


Textile Operatives" union to the num- 
ber of about 425 held a large and en- 
thusiastic meeting in Division No. 6, A 
O. H., hall this evening for the purpose 
of taking action on the refusal of Agen 
Charles H. Fish to comply with certain 
requests made by them with regard to 
giving the union weavers steady em 
ployment. A commitee was appointee 
by the union a week ago last Wednes 
day to interview Mr. Fish forjthis pur 
pose, but he refused to be interviewed 
and in the meantime several of the lead 
iag members of the union were sen 
out. This somewhat aroused the ange 
of the organization and it was decided 
to write Mr. Fish a letter. 


The weavers say that they have noi 


requested the discharge of anybody, bu 
simply ask that the Union weavers bi 
given the preference. Several of thei 
leading members, including the presi 
dent and two of thq[ executive commit 
tee, have already been discharged ant 
will not be allowed work by the corpor 
ation. This, they say, is an attempt on 
the part of Agent Fish to break up thei 
erganizition. 
The matter was fully 


discussed and it was finally voted by a 
large majority to meet at the mill gates 
at the usual hour tomorrow morning 
and again submit their request to Mr. 
Fish. If he refuses to grant them their 
request, not a loom of the corporation 
will be started up. The operatives are 
determined to stand together and say 
that they will fight to the bitter end. 


Should the crisis come, which seems 


most probable, the mills would be com- 
pelled in a few days to shut down and 
over 2000 operatives would ba out of 
employment. It is sincerely hoped that 
the difficulty may be adjusted peaceful- 
ly and a strike, averted.
